no!? What means can we adopt to make 
them feel that the success of the mission is 
the life.of the church? No mere. import- 
ant matter can be brought toe your atten- 
tion,”’ he continued, ‘‘and thereiore I think 
that you.bave never held a ‘session pice 
deliberations were more vital te the fdtufre 
of the church in Georgia.

its condition. At present there are twenty- 
two orphans in the home, but for the incur- 
ring of debt there would beja larger num ber. 
At one time a number of the c en had 
friends who paid small sums toward their 
support. -The number of paying chili- 
dren is ver small, the home is 
thus almost entirely dependent upon the 
income derived from the endowment. This 
furnishes about $100 per month. As a con- 
:equence, all application to receive addi- 
tional orphans are rejected, and great diffi- 
culty is encountered in meeting present ex- 
penses, One hundred dollars each month 
is inadequate to the sapport of three sisters 
and twenty-two orphans. The work of the 
home is faithfully done. Strong hope is 
had that the diocese will now take the 
home under its protection, and thus enable 
it to do the work for the Master which it is 
so well fitted to do. The bishop said that 
there were many signs of vigorous life and 
growth throughout the various parishes of 
the diucese. Much of this, he thought, was 
due to the fact that the clergy are not 
merely active and energetic as pastors, but 
they are teaching the people that God es- 
tabiished on earth a church. They are in- 
strueting the people to look to her as the 
appointed witness to His truth and the 
cuardian of the faith, once forall delivered 
to the saints. He suggestedto the clergy 
the vast importance of concentrating their 
efforts npon the children of their flocks. 
in this connection he said: 

Instill into those young minds faith in the Re- 
deemer, in His wurd and in His church, and 
teach them the awful siu of a false faith, and the 
crime of a heresy who would bestow iofallibiliw 
upon a mere man, who claims for the biess 
virgin a freedom from taint of mortal sin as great 
as that who distinguishes the human nature of 
our biessed Lord, and who teaches for morals the 
immoralities of Alphonso signori. The church 
of Rume is bending every energy to win souls to 
her errors. The time has past when the 
unedueated predjudice of people can 
trusted tosave them from these errors. Rome is 
tuking advantage of the ignorance of the Ameri- 
can ple upon the subject of her history au is 
putting into their hands books fifled with sophis- 
tries and subversions of truth, Lf these teachings 
are not contradicted, they will be believed.

CRIME AND CASUALTY. 


Herribie Crime in Cansda—New 
Werk Morderers Keprieved. 

Orrawa, Ont., May 21.—Particolars of a 
horrible double murder have just come to 
light and cause great excitement. Several 
months ago some lumbermen returniug 
from the Upper Gatineau, were informed 
by the Indians that at Brisbois’ trading 


but, about fifty miles from here, the re- 
mains of a man lay on the floor, chopped 
into pieces apparently with an ax. ‘The 
lumbermen visited the spot and identified 
the fragments as being parts of Antoine 
Brisbois, a trapper and trader. Patrick 
Hennessy, his partner, was missing, to- 
gether with the furs, goods, money and 
traps of the outfit. Suspicion fell on him 
as the murderer, and every endeavor was 
made by the Ottawa authorities to find him, 
but without success. It was supposed tbat 
he had made his escape, as two witnesses 
said they saw him after Brisbois’ death. 

On Monday last a half-breed named Fe- 
lix Raicot and a white man were attending 
to the logs at the lower-end of a log-slide 
seven hundred feet long, about five miles 
from the scene of thetragedy.

The wound- 
ed men were moved to a shanty. Raicot, 
before dying, said he and Greenover 
murdered both Hennessy and Brisbois. 
They quarreled over cards at the hat, 
Hennessy was shot and Brisbois butchered 
with an axe. Raicot and Greenever, to ¢i- 
vert suspicion, filled the stomach, intes- 
tines and mouth of Hennessy with coa! oil, 
saturated his clothes with the same liquid 
from a large can kept in the store, and then 
burned it. 

A magistrate was sent for to take a deposi- 
tion to the above effect, but while the mes 
senger was gone to Gatineau village, Gree.- 
over, who pretended to .be unconscious 
while his companion was telling about the 
crime, crawled from his bed on:the floor in 
the absence of all the men, ard tore the 
bandages from the stumps of Raicot’s jegs 
and returned to his bed: where he was 
found in a deathly swoon by the returning 
lumbermen, who were acting as nurse, 
while Raicot was jast breathing his Jae: 

Some of the stolen 
property has been found at the point indi- 
cated by the half breed, and,if Greenover, 
who is an old penitentiary bird, recovers ty 
stand hanging, the lambermen will see that 
he gets it.
